any history of incidents of student disturbances at the University of 
Sao Paulo or other Brazilian Universities, as it is the impression of the 
k.ycnator s office that the Brazilian schools have a better reputation in this 
matter than other schools in other Latin An.erican countries. The second 
point was information concerning the compc.aition, Communist or what- 
e ver, of th e student body and faculty of the University. In brief, I advised 
that the vocal politically active elements of the Universities is 


Ici-tist but that this does not necessarily ref.-ect the views of the student 
body as a whole. As to disturbances at the University, I confirmed their 
feeling that Brazilian schools are not noted lor disturbances and advised 
that a quick check did not reveal any specific instances at the University 
of Sao Paulo. I noted that it is our understanding that the advice provided 
by the Ambassador has resulted from current reports to the Ambassador 
possible disturbances . In response to query concerning 

these reports, I advised that I did not know the substance of the report 
but thai, we would have to assume that they had been sufficient for the 
A-mbassador in m.aking his recommendation. in turn, specu- 

lated that it might be necessary for their office to go back to the Ambassa- 
dor in attempting to ascertain the context o.I the report since the matter of 
i-he cha nge is a cause for some concern. During the conversation.

Agency and its people have been in providing information to the Senator 
for this trip.
